LUA wit ARS 
of the Sehool Child

Rheumatic Fever 


Tu type of parents who just have 
to worry over something—the kind 
who avidly devour articles with such 
scare titles as “Polio, the Crippler”’— 
are passing up a good bet when they 
overlook rheumatic fever. For here 
is a disease that gives parents ample 
excuse for worry. The chances that 
a given child will contract rheumatic 
fever are anywhere from 10 to 70 
times greater than his chances of 
coming down with polio, the odds 
varying with the season, the locality, 
and the age of the youngster. And 
because of its frequency, rheumatic 
fever kills more school children be- 
tween the ages of five and fourteen 
years than does any other disease. 

But now that we've built up a 
bogey for parents to worry about, 
let’s proceed to trim him down to 
proper size. Our only excuse for 
setting him up in the first place was 
to show how futile it is for parents 
to get panicky over the possibility 
of their children’s contracting such a 
disease. If we really wanted to 
frighten you, we would cite statistics 
about accidents on the highway or in 
the home. For as you know, if you 
stop to look into the matter, the 
casualty figures in both places are 
nothing short of appalling. 

But instead of worrying ourselves 
into an early grave, let’s take a calm 
look at what can be done to prevent 
rheumatic fever, leaving it to the 
doctors to diagnose and treat if and 
when it strikes. In the first place, 
let us assure you that the chances of 
its striking your child are very slim, 
for, unlike measles, chickenpox, 
mumps and whooping cough, it is a 
disease which lots and lots of chil- 
dren escape. 

It is, however, very definitely a 
disease of the school child. It is rare 
under five years of age and over 
forty; more than 75 percent of the 
cases that do occur start before twen- 
ty, while 98 percent of the cases of 
Chorea (St. Vitus’ Dance), the afflic- 
tion that so often accompanies it, 
take place equally early in life. 

Before going any further, let’s re- 
move one big source of parental 
anxiety by discounting a very com- 


mon bit of folklore relative to. this 
disease. What used to be called 
“growing pains”—dull or acute ach- 
ing of the muscles of the legs and 
thighs, appearing at the end of the 
day or during the night—are not 
positive or even probable signs of 
oncoming rheumatic fever, in spite 
of the emphasis sometimes placed 
upon them. They are much more 
likely to be the result of fatigue from 
muscular exertion during the day, 
and of course have nothing to do with 
a child’s growth. There is no reason 
for them to cause the alarm so often 
felt by parents who have heard that 
they are sure signs of the onset of 
rheumatic fever. 

On the other hand, they should not 
be shrugged off as something that 
every growing child must experi- 
ence. A school child who suffers 
from such pains should be taken to 
his physician for careful study, for 
there is always a possibility, though 
by no means a probability, that they 
may be associated with rheumatic 
fever. y 

There are really no positive symp- 
toms that can be relied on as warning 
signals to put parents on their guard 
against this serious disease. But 
there are certain suggestive symp- 
toms that should prompt parents to 
seek a complete examination for the 
child who exhibits them. Among 
these are repeated nosebleeds, pal- 
lor, loss of weight and poor appetite. 
Anything, in fact, that indicates a 
marked change from the way the 
child normally acts and feels is 
enough to justify a check-up, but not 
to produce alarm. 

If any of these symptoms occur in 
a youngster from a family in which 
a parent, brother or sister has suf- 
fered from rheumatism, it is par- 
ticularly desirable to see that he gets 
prompt medical attention. Although 
doctors are by no means agreed as to 
the role that heredity plays in this 
disease, we do know that the chances 
that a person will acquire it are three 
times as great if he comes from a 
so-called “rheumatic family” as they 
are if there is no familial history of 
rheumatism. 
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There is a good reason why it is 
vitally important to diagnose and 
start treating rheumatic fever at the 
earliest possible moment. The dis- 
ease always affects the heart to some 
extent—permanently, in two-thirds 
of all cases. So the sooner treatment 
(including rest in bed for just as 
long as the attending physician ad- 
vises it) is undertaken, and the more 
faithfully it is carried out, the less 
the danger of damage to the heart. 

What is there, aside from general 
care, that can help to ward off rheu- 
matic fever and its accompanying 
heart disease? And what, besides 
prompt diagnosis, skilled medical 
treatment and bed rest, can be done 
to prevent the recurrences that are 
so prone to take place? 

We know that rheumatic fever 
occurs most frequently in cold, damp 
climates and in the winter and late 
spring. We also know that it is most 
common among the lower income 
groups—in children who are poorly 
housed, inadequately clothed and im- 
properly or insufficiently fed. It is 
also more likely to attack the child 
who is below par as a result of con- 
ditions that have nothing to do with 
economics. For, as has frequently 
been pointed out in these columns, 
children of well-to-do parents can be 
seriously weakened by an overly am- 
bitious program of school work as 
extra-curricular activities. Anything 
that impairs general health can be a 
predisposing cause of either a first 
attack or recurrence of this danger- 
ous childhood disease. 

Families who are ‘able to do so 
sometimes move to warmer climates 
to protect children who have had 
rheumatic fever. Other families, un- 
able to make such a drastic move, 
sometimes manage to send such chil- 
dren to a milder climate during the 


trying winter months, especially if 
they live in the northern states. 

When such arrangements cannot 
be made, parents should be careful, 
though by no means fussy, about 
clothing. Short socks, abbreviated 
skirts and other garments that leave 
large body surfaces exposed are a 
dangerous concession to fashions or 
fads. A good diet is essential. And 
parents should respect a child’s en- 
durance, and avoid overtaxing him 
by either work or the wrong kind 
of “recreation.” 

But, if in spite of all this, your 
child should come down with rheu- 
matic fever, what can you do? A 
little brochure published by the 
American Heart Association sums it 
up in a five-point answer: 

First: See to it that he has com- 
petent medical care. 

Second: Follow the doctor’s advice, 
particularly about rest. 

Third: If you are alarmed (as you 
naturally will be!) hide it from the 
child. 

Fourth: Keep the child’s mind oc- 
cupied. 


Fifth: Don’t keep him from activi- © 


ties the doctor allows him. 


Most parents will follow points one 
and two without any urging, and 
four and five without much more 
than an occasional reminder. But 
point three—hiding their very un- 
derstandable concern about the child 
—takes determined, conscientious ef- 
fort. The effort is essential, how- 
ever, for evidence of parenfal distress 
can do the patient very real harm. 

To sum it all up: Give your child 
the very best care, but avoid fussi- 
ness and oversolicitude. This is the 
surest safeguard against one of the 
most dangerous childhood diseases.

The Chureh of the 


Nativity 


Huntsville. Alabama 


Tue 90-foot, cross-tipped steeple 
of the Church of the Nativity rises 
above all else in the town of Hunts- 
ville, in northeast Alabama. If this 
steeple and the red brick building 
supporting it could talk, they would 
reveal many interesting stories of 
the past ninety years. 

Huntsville, which lies near the 
foot of Monte Sano mountain, about 
twelve miles north of the Tennessee 
River, traces its origin back to 1805, 
when it was settled by John Hunt. 
The town was first named Twicken- 
ham for the English home of Alexan- 
der Pope, but the name was soon 
changed to Huntsville in honor of 
its founder. The convention to or- 
ganize the state of Alabama met in 
Huntsville in July 1819, and the first 
legislature of the new state met there 


in November of the same year. By 
the year 1822 the population of the 
town had reached 1,306, including 
slaves and free Negroes. 

As far back as 1830 a group of 
Huntsville citizens had formed an 
Episcopal congregation and in June 
of that year they called a meeting 
to consider organizing a church. Re- 
solving “that it is expedient at this 
time to establish an Episcopal church 
in Huntsville,” they elected vestry- 
men and wardens, but theirs was not 
a recognized mission station, for there 
was no church building and no min- 
ister to conduct services. It was not 
until March 1834, that the Reverend 
John Murray Robertson came from 
North Carolina to begin missionary 
work. Strangely enough, the Epis-

PHYSICIAN TO THE WORLD 


By John M. Gibson, Duke Univer- 
sity Press, $4.50. 


One of America’s medical heroes, 
General William C. Gorgas, is the 
subject of this absorbing and au- 
thoritative biography. Because of his 
successful campaign against yellow 
fever, Gorgas is called “the man who 
made the building of the Panama 
Canal possible.” Other medical men 
proved that it is the mosquito which 
spreads the disease, but it was Gor- 
gas who set up the sanitation system 
which actually stamped out the 
dread Yellow Jack. And he did this 
in spite of the ridicule of his su- 
periors and the handicap of almost 
unbelievable bureaucratic bungling 
and red tape. 

From the time when, as a small 
child, he watched the first shell ex- 
plode over Fort Sumter, Gorgas 
dreamed of being a soldier. Young 
“Willie” had a military background, 
for his father was Jefferson Davis’ 
Chief of Ordnance, and Davis, Rob- 
ert E. Lee and Stonewall Jackson 
were family friends. Gorgas entered 
the Army by way of the Medical 
Corps, and his first battle against 
yellow fever came when he was 
made Sanitation Officer at Havana 
during the Spanish-American War. 
His complete success there landed 
him the job of making Panama safe 
for the white man. The conquest of 
yellow fever was, of course, his 
greatest contribution to world health, 
but he also did outstanding work in 
curbing malaria, dysentery, typhoid 
and pneumonia. The climax of his 
brilliant career came when he was 
made Surgeon General of the U. S. 
Army during World War I. 

Mr. Gibson, who is Director of 
Public Health Education for Ala- 
bama, has an impressive bibliogra- 
phy and an easy, straightforward 
style. 


JACOB’S LADDER 
By Marjorie Kinnan Rawlings, Uni- 
versity of Miami Press, $2.75. 
IN PROSE which at times is almost 
poetry, Mrs. Rawlings tells of a 
young couple’s struggle for survival 
in Florida’s piney woods. The story 
is simple and touching, and the prin- 
cipal characters—though so ignorant 
and poverty-stricken that they live 
almost an animal existence—reveal

a strength of character and nobility 
of spirit that endear them to the 
reader. 

When it was first published in 
Scribner’s Magazine in 1931, this 
novelette brought Mrs. Rawlings in- 
stant recognition as a promising new 
writer who had tapped a fresh vein 
of literary material in the Florida 
Crackers. The author’s admirers will 
welcome its reappearance in book 
form. 


CAMELS TO CALIFORNIA 


By Harlan D. Fowler, Stanford Uni- 
versity Press, $3.50. 


JEFFERSON Davis’ tenure as Secre- 
tary of War was marked by his vig- 
orous efforts to open up the West. 
The problem of providing safe, 
cheap and efficient transportation 
through the arid Southwest was one 
of the greatest obstacles to westward 
expansion, and Davis was convinced 
that the use of camels was the best 
solution. At his insistence—and in 
spite of the general belief that he 
was squandering government funds 
on a wild scheme—the Navy brought 
two shiploads of the beasts to Texas 
in 1857. A successful Army expedi- 
tion on camelback from Texas to 
California seemed to justify Davis’ 
plan, and the animals were used ex- 
tensively for several years afterward. 
With the coming of the War Between 
the States, however, the project was 
abandoned. This almost-forgotten 
camel episode is easily one of the 
most fascinating chapters in the his- 
tory of the West. 


UPHOLSTERING AT HOME 


By Page Parker and J. G. Fornia, 
Greenberg: Publisher, $5.95. 


IT Is possible to save a,considerable 
amount of money by upholstering 
furniture at home, though the inex- 
perienced person is likely to turn out 
an amateurish job that will make 
him regret the waste of time and 
money. With the help of this book, 
however, even a beginner should be 
able to turn out a professional look- 
ing job—whether he builds a new 
chair or sofa or repairs or remodels 
an old one. 

The authors avoid the upholster- 
ing-is-fun approach and point out 
that, while it is not difficult, it in-

W HEN a garden club undertakes a project which will add to the beauty of 
the community, it performs a civie service of real value. But if, in so doing, it 
helps to perpetuate the genius of a talented native son, the value of its contribu- 
tion is so much the greater. 

That is why, when the Pine Tree Garden Club of Atlanta restored the formal 
garden designed by the late Neel Reid as a setting for the fine old Georgian house 
(also of his design) now occupied by the Atlanta Historical Society, its achieve- 
ment was recognized by the Garden Club of Georgia. In 1948 it received First 
Award for Parks and Civic Gardens. The following year the National Association 
of State Garden Clubs honored the Pine Tree Club with a Special Achievement 
Award.

Atlanta, which was completely burned by Federal 
forces when Sherman made his famous March to the 
Sea, has few of those old landmarks, cherished by 
most Southern cities and towns, which give our region 
a flavor and personality possessed by no other part of 
the country—the quality of Deep-Southness. 

Perhaps this is one of the reasons the work of the 
late Neel Reid, who was noted for his ability to design 
a house and garden as an harmonious unit, is so cher- 
ished by Atlantans. His designs are essentially South- 
ern, and have a stately elegance which provides a 
fitting background for the antiques treasured in this 
part of the country. 

In early 1947, when the Pine Tree Garden Club 
undertook to restore it, this fine old garden had been 
long neglected. There was much to be done. 

The shrubbery had to be pruned drastically, and 
some replacements had to be made. The eight formal 
flower beds, choked with weeds and an accumulation 
of many years’ growth of iris, had to be cleaned out 
and replanted. The boxwood borders needed pruning, 
spraying and feeding. The cherry laurel, which had 
outgrown the original design, had to be removed, and 
the walks had to be regraded. 

The club, which is a small one with no accumulated 
wealth, undertook the project with very limited funds. 
Economy was achieved in two ways. First, the mem- 
bers themselves did all the actual work of planting, 
weeding and fertilizing which was not too strenuous. 
Club members estimate that they have contributed 
well over 2,500 hours of work to this project, which, 
figured at the common-labor rate of 75 cents an hour, 
represents a saving of some two thousand dollars. 

Second, in employing professional help, they used 
only. the best, since this procedure, it was agreed, 
would prove most economical in the long run. In the 
new planting plan which the club had drawn up by 
professional landscape architect Edith Henderson, 
Neel Reid’s style and design were carefully followed. 

No outside financial help has been necessary. The 
club has, however, accepted gifts of plants and shrub- 
bery from historic gardens in and around Atlanta. 
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Contributions have come from the gardens of the late 
Joseph E. Brown, Georgia’s Governor during the War 
Between the States; Colonel James Montgomery Cal- 
houn, who was Mayor of Atlanta when the city sur- 
rendered to Sherman; Joel Chandler Harris, famed 
author of the Uncle Remus stories, and others. 

The club agrees that beyond the satisfaction of hav- 
ing performed a notable civic service, it has gained 
in horticultural knowledge and developed a more 
closely knit organization through working together 
toward a common goal. 

The restored garden, where the public may now 
enjoy a succession of bloom from March through Sep- 
tember, is being added to the Neel Reid Annual State 
Pilgrimage for students of architecture and land- 
scape design.

| who enters the Norvilles’ white frame 
cottage in the Mountain Brook section of Birmingham 
is immediately impressed by the individuality that 
characterizes every room, from the entrance hall to 


the kitchen. Miriam Norville, who in private life 
is the wife of Peyton Norville, Jr., and the mother 
of three children, is a successful designer of children’s 
clothes, and the same flair for design, color and inter- 
esting detail that is found in her well-known “Miriam 
Norville Originals” is apparent throughout the Nor- 
ville house. 

One of the most striking things about the house is 
the ingenious use of wallpapers (all covered by a 
transparent lacquer to protect them from the chil- 
dren’s fingerprints). The wallpaper treatment begins 
in the entrance hall, where doors to three closets 
(dandy for storage, but a problem when it comes to 
placing furniture) leave little room for the usual hall 
pieces. In this small area Mrs. Norville has created a 
dramatic effect with a black and white wallpaper in a 
Greek design, white woodwork and a floor covering 
of black inlaid linoleum. 

The living room—the one spot in the house where 
paper is not featured—has a color scheme of green 
and gray with white accents. Wall-to-wall carpeting 
in gray blends with the darker gray walls, and the 
bay window, flanked on either side by smoked glass 
mirror panels, is curtained in gray organdy. Side 
panels and a valance of deep, rich green outline the 
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The dressing table alcove in the bedroom is 
papered in boid green and white stripes 

and the mirror is framed by wallpaper roses, 
repeated in a ceiling border on the other walls. 


curtains, and the green is repeated in several pieces 
of upholstered furniture. 

Separating the living room from the porch is an 
unusual screen with white plastic medallions which 
Miriam found in a window-display supply house. A 
large, white magazine rack adds another novel touch. 
“You see, it was an old fire grate before it got a 
couple of coats of paint,” the designer laughingly 
explains. 

The black Belgian marble mantel is graced by a 
pair of delicate antique green and gold vases, which 
were a gift to Miriam’s mother when she was a bride. 
The Sheraton breakfront which extends almost half 
the length of one living room wall is one of the Nor- 
villes’ most highly prized pieces and contributes 
much to thercharm of the room. 

Miriam feels that the small things in a room are 
important, adding their bit of warmth and character 
to the sum total of a room. For this reason she is 
very proud of her antique onyx and gold clock, which 
belonged to an aunt. Also dear to her is a dainty 
pink and white tea set, used on the drop-leaf table 
in the living room, which was the first gift from her 
father to her mother. 

The rooms in the Norville house flow into one 
another without an abrupt break. In the dining room 
the same grays and greens of the living room are 
repeated and a touch of blue is introduced. As a

result, the two rooms blend yet have 
distinctive personalities. The fine 
colonnade wallpaper, which we men- 
tioned earlier, combines all three 
colors and is applied below the din- 
ing room chair rail instead of above, 
as is the usual custom. Handsome 
louvered doors open into the end of 
the entrance hall and contribute 
much to the smartness of both rooms. 
The window treatment in the dining 
room is similar to that in the living 
room; gray organdy curtains are 
combined with heavier draperies, 
but here the blue tones are empha- 
sized. 

The kitchen is immense. Bright 
and airy, and equipped with fluores- 
cent lighting, it is done entirely in 
pink, coral and gray (notice how at 
locst one color—in this instance, 
gray —is always carried from one 
room to the next). The floor is cov- 
ered with inlaid linoleum in gray, 
shot with black and bordered with 
coral. The coral sink top contrasts 
with the gray cabinets which line the 
walls and extend to the ceiling, 
which is tinted a delicate pink. 

The breakfast nook in one corner 
of the kitchen is dominated by bam- 
boo print wallpaper in shades of 
green and yellow and is furnished 
with a green wrought iron table and 
chairs. 

The screened porch, with its pan- 
eled walls and comfortable sofas and 
chairs, is an outdoor living room 
which the entire family enjoys three 
seasons of the year. A grass rug 
covers the floor from wall to wall, 
and the center of attraction is a giant 
plant in a unique copper container. 

The master bedroom “looks just 
like you,” Miriam’s friends tell her. 
And this is by way of being a very 
nice compliment, for this room is 
outstanding, even in this houseful of 
originality. The walls are solid 
green with a veritable rose garden 
blooming at their top. 

“I cut out those roses from a roll 
of wallpaper,” Miriam says, “and I 
had to paste the first one on the wall 
myself to convince the paperhanger 
that it could be done!”

S SURELY as spring rolls around, Mrs. Home- 
maker casts a critical eye about the house and pon- 
ders what she can do to give it a new lease on 
life—preferably without spending a lot of money.

New carpeting, new furniture and new 
draperies represent major investments and unless 
money is no object, they have to be replaced or added 
to gradually—a new table this year, new upholstery 
fabrics next, a new rug “some of these days.”

copal congregation apparently lost 
its enthusiasm, for Mr. Robertson 
met with such discouragement that 
he retired the following year to his 
Jackson County plantation. 

Then, near Christmas of 1842, two 
visiting clergymen called a meeting 
of Episcopalians and the parish was 
organized. Because Christmas was 
at hand, the church was called the 
Church of the Nativity. The next 
year a delegation from the newly 
elected vestry asked that the church 
be received into the Diocese, and the 
parish was officially recognized. 

It was not until 1847 that a church 
building was erected. The small 
congregation, consisting of only 
twelve communicants, was at that 
time under the guidance of Reverend 
Henry Champlin Lay, who served 
as its rector for twelve years, re- 
signing in 1859 when he was conse- 
crated as Missionary Bishop of the 
Southwest. Toward the end of Mr. 
Lay’s rectorship the present building 
was erected and for 92 years it has 
served as a house of worship in the 
heart of a busy city. To the left of 
the church is the Bibb Memorial 
Chapel, built in 1886 during the min- 
istry of the Reverend John Monro 
Banister. An old iron fence sur- 
rounds the church grounds. 

In the early days, all income for 
support of the parish came from pew 
rentals. On the Monday following 
Easter members would bid for pews. 
In 1864 the vestry asked the rector to 
take an offering each Sunday. Both 
pew rentals and offerings continued 
as the means of financing the budget. 

During the War Between the 
States, Huntsville was occupied for 
a time by Union soldiers. At one 
time a noncommissioned Yankee of- 
ficer was ordered to seize the church 
and use it for a stable, but when his 
men arrived to take possession, they 
halted before the door. There, on a 
marble slab, they found the words, 
“Reverence My Sanctuary.” This in- 
scription was reported to the com- 
manding officer, who ordered that 
the church be unmolested. For a 
short while during 1864 the church 
was closed by order of the command- 
ing officer of the Union Army, and 
the rector was ordered to cross the 
Tennessee River and remain with 
Confederate forces, but the building 
was never harmed,

Gamble, who served from 1909 to 
1937, this Christmas festival was en- 
dowed, in memory of Alice W. 
Greenway, for the purpose of pur- 
chasing gifts for the children. In 
the depression years a large part of 
the money from this endowment 
was used to purchase gifts for chil- 
dren recommended by the Welfare 
Department. These children were 
also provided with clothing so that 
they might be as well dressed as any 
other children attending the Festival 
Services. 

Children have always been one of 
the specialties of the church. The 
kindergarten and primary depart- 
ments are directed by Miss Frances 
Jones, who taught many members 
of the present vestry and now super- 
vises the religious education of their 
children. 

During the rectorship of the Rev- 
erend Cary Gamble the parish began 
to think of larger facilities and use- 
fulness. An old store building next 
to the church was purchased to pro- 
vide space for a parish house.

N OWADAYS a refrigerator does more than store foods and keep them fresh. Of course, 
efficient cold storage is its main function and should be your first consideration if you 
plan to buy a new refrigerator. But the new models also give you smart styling that 
adds to the attractiveness of your kitchen. Color trim is definitely in the picture, 
and in the way of time- and work-savers, you'll find a lot of handy features, like those 
pictured on these pages. Some are brand new: others are improvements on features that 
have gained popularity in earlier models. Many conveniences that were once available 
in only a few makes and in the deluxe boxes now come on models of many makes and sizes. 
Perhaps the most weleome news for busy homemakers is that the manufacturers have 
simplified the defrosting chore. Some refrigerators have indicators to remind you 
when it’s time to defrost.

On one make of refrigerator 
a button counts the times you open the door and at the end of sixty openings, the 
defrost system goes to work. The defrost water is carried through a tube to a pan at the 
hack of the refrigerator, where it evaporates. Another type of automatic defrosting 
system uses a built-in clock to start the defrosting process. The clock is set, usually at 
2:00 or 3:00 A.M., before the refrigerator leaves the factory or when it is first installed 
in your kitchen. Then, at the set time every 24 hours, the refrigerator defrosts 
and the water drains off and evaporates. 
Within each size and price bracket, there is a wide choice in styling, arrangement and 
special features. And if you shop carefully, you’re sure to find a refrigerator that 
exactly suits your needs.

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 D OOKING with a can opener”—long a favorite 
subject with cartoonists and comedians—needn’t be 
a joke. It can be a real art, for the woman who is 
clever at combining and seasoning can turn canned 
vegetables—and other canned foods for that matter 
into an endless variety of new and exciting dishes. 

Most canned vegetables are colorful and attractive, 
so they readily lend themselves to dishes that are 
pleasing to the eye as well as the taste. And since 
they are rushed from field to factory and processed 
under carefully controlled conditions, they retain as 
much of the natural minerals and vitamins as the 
fresh vegetables you cook in your own kitchen. 

Canned soups come to your rescue when you don't 
have time to make complicated sauces, but even when 


time isn’t of the essence, you will often prefer to use

the soup. For instance, cream of celery or mushroom 
soup makes a delicious sauce for canned green limas 
or asparagus.

Or, mask 
them in a hot sauce made of sweet or sour cream 
flavored with a dash of grated horseradish and 
tarragon vinegar. 

Herbs and spices used sparingly add a tantaliz- 
ing flavor to plain buttered vegetables. A pinch 
of thyme blended with melted butter or margarine 
makes a subtle seasoning for canned carrots, mixed 
vegetables, green beans, potatoes and onions. 
Poppy seed and a little lemon juice in melted 
butter or margarine take canned asparagus out of 
the “plain vanilla” class. Allspice does the same for 
carrots and tomatoes, and nutmeg is made to order 
for adding interest to spinach and carrots.

Asparagus with Mustard-Egg Sauce 


1 No. 2 can asparagus 

3 tbsp. butter or margarine 
1¥2 tbsp. flour 

1 cup milk 


4 tsp. salt 

Vo tsp. Worcestershire sauce 
1 tbsp. prepared mustard 

1 hard-cooked egg, chopped 


Heat asparagus with liquid in top of double boiler. 
Make sauce of butter or margarine, flour and milk. Add 
salt, Wortestershire sauce, mustard and chopped egg. 
Mix well. Serve over hot, drained asparagus. Save 
asparagus liquid for your next homemade soup. 


Corn Custard 


12 cups milk 
2 cups whole-kernel corn 
1 tsp. salt 
4 tsp. chili powder 
or pepper 


2 tsp. sugar 

'4 cup butter 

2 tbsp. chopped green pepper 
2 eggs, beaten 

6 slices tomato 


Heat milk with corn. Add salt, sugar, pepper or chili 
powder, melted butter and green pepper. Mix well. 
Add mixture slowly to beaten eggs. Pour into greased 
custard cups, place in pan of hot water and bake 20 to 
30 minutes in a slow oven (325° F.).

© ice the digging and storage of dahlia clumps are 
fall operations, I will limit my present suggestions to the 
selection of varieties, planting requirements and care 
during the growing period—the points that concern us 
right now and in the months immediately ahead. 

To get the best results under ordinary circumstances, 
dahlias should be spaced about three feet apart each way, 
though the miniatures, pompon and dwarf varieties can 
be spaced somewhat closer. They grow very well in 
partial shade, but as the shade increases, so does the 
height of the plant, while the number of blooms will 
decrease proportionately, so a sunny location is prefer- 
able. Dahlias do best in a good loamy soil, deeply pre- 
pared, but you can grow them in sandy or clayey soils, 
if you add humus in the 


form of manure or a green 
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cover crop. With the foregoing requirements in mind, 
select a planting spot and decide how many and what 
types of dahlias you want to order. Keep in mind, 
too, that most of the dwarf varieties are éffective in 
borders. 

As soon as possible, spade the ground to a depth of 10 
or 12 inches, turning under whatever cover crop you 
have used. If you have not planted a cover crop, do 
your best to get some rotted cow manure, vegetative 
refuse or compost to take its place. A liberal sprinkling 
of fertilizer, high in phosphate and potash, dug in at 
this time also is beneficial. 

Order your dahlia roots in time for them to arrive 
about two weeks before the average date of the last

spring frost. If you can’t plant them as soon as they 
arrive, put them in moist (not wet) sand or vermiculite. 
This will keep them plump and firm several weeks. 

Dig holes about 8 inches deep (deeper in very sandy 
soil; not so deep in heavy clay soil) so that when the 
root is laid horizontally in it, the sprout, or eye, will be 
6 inches below the soil surface. Be sure the eye is facing 
up. If any part of a root has been cut or bruised in han- 
dling, dust the injured part with sulphur to prevent 
infection. When you plant dahlias, drive a stake into 
the hole, about 3 inches from the eye of the root; this 
will form the support for the dahlia plant. A stake 1% 
inches square by 6 feet high is satisfactory; shorter ones 
can be used for the low-growing varieties. 

Many growers prefer to fill the hole only partially at 
this time, adding more earth as the eye sprouts and 
grows until the hole is completely filled. This is all very 
well if you are raising only a few plants, but if you have 
50 or so it gets to be something of a chore to check each 
hole every few days, filling in a little here and a little 
there. In my own garden I fill in the hole completely as 
each root is set out, and the results seem to be just as 
good. I might mention here that roots should not be set 
out when the ground is wet and cold, since this may 
cause the roots to rot before growth begins. Growth is 
much more rapid when the soil is warm, so little time 
is lost by waiting. Don’t put any fertilizer in the hole 
when planting; it may burn the tender new Yoots and 
injure the plant. Before filling the hole, be sure to label 
the stake so you will know the name of the variety 
planted. It is nice to be able to tell visitors the names 
of the various plants when they are in bloom, and few 
of us can trust entirely to memory. 


Betty Anne, one of the small-flowered pompons 
which are always a favorite with flower arrangers, 
is a lovely pink and a profuse bloomer. 


Of all the unusual colors developed in 
recent years, none is more striking than the 
purple and white of Sellwood Glory. 

Its singular coloring makes this medium-size 
dahlia outstanding in any collection. 


With warm weather and moist soil, the sprouts should 
push through in two to three weeks. If some fail to 
show up in four weeks, work down gently in the soil 
with your hands to determine the trouble—growth may 
be very slow, a stone may be in the way or the root may 
have rotted. 

If cut worms menace the sprouts, put a cardboard 
collar around each sprout as it comes through. If more 
than one sprout appears, the weaker ones should be re- 
moved. To do this, work with the fingers down to the 
base of the sprouts, removing as little dirt as possible 
(don’t disturb the root). Leave the strongest sprout but 
break off the others right at the root so each sprout will 
have a little “heel” with it. These sprouts are easily 
rooted and make good plants. 

When a plant has three or four sets of leaves, pinch 
out the top. This causes the lateral branches to develop 
more rapidly and results in more blooms. But never 
pinch dwarf, or naturally low-growing plants. 

When the plants are about a foot high, they begin to 
need support. Using strips of cloth, raffia or soft twine, 
take a complete turn around the stake and secure the 
twine with an overhand knot. Then tie up the plant so 
it will be erect but not tight against the stake. As the 
plant grows, you’ll need to do more tying in order to 
support all the branches. 

Fertilization is, of course, necessary, the fertility of 
your soil determining the amount of fertilizer you should 
use. Most growers like a fertilizer low in nitrogen, since 
excess nitrogen tends to produce a spindly and weak 
plant. Begin when the sprout is about a foot high by 
ringing it with a small handful of fertilizer, possibly 
a 4-8-6. I have even used a 5-7-5 without harm. Repeat 
this at about four-week intervals, but watch your plant 
for rank growth, an indication of overfeeding. 

Cultivate the ground deeply each week, but keep the 
cultivation shallow close to the plants. When flower 
buds appear, stop cultivation and apply a 4-inch mulch 
to conserve moisture and keep down weeds. I find pine 
needles highly satisfactory because they do not pack 
down. Unless you have had a very dry spring, it should

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not be necessary to water the plants. 
But if the ground is dry when the 
buds appear, soak it thoroughly as 
often as necessary to keep it moist. 

Dahlias, like other plants, are sub- 
ject to diseases and insect damage, 
but fortunately most of those dis- 
eases and insects are not hard to con- 
trol. The two diseases which may 
give the most trouble are mildew 
and a stunt caused by a virus. Mil- 
dew usually occurs during hot, dry 
weather, and is indicated by an ash- 
gray mold on the lower leaves. A 
prompt dusting of powdered sulphur 
on the underside of the leaves will 
correct this condition in short order. 
A plant attacked by virus stunt is 
extremely dwarfed, although the 
lower leaves may be large, and the 
spaces between the nodes are very 
short; in fact, the leaves may seem 
to be resting on each other. There is 
no known cure for this; all you can 
do is dig up and destroy the plant 
and root. This is not a soil-borne 
disease, so another plant can be put 
down in its place. 

The main insect pests of dahlias 
are the cucumber beetle, leaf-hopper, 
aphid, tarnished plant bug, thrip, red 
spider mite, grasshopper, and Jap- 
anese beetle. Corn borers are some- 
times a nuisance, but they can be 
controlled. I suggest that if your 
plants are attacked by any of these 
pests, you consult your County 
Agent about what to use for them. 
At blooming time, it is wise to use a 
1 percent rotenone dust to avoid in- 
juring the blooms. 

It is not practical or desirable to 
disbud pompons or miniatures. In 
all dahlias, you will find three buds 
at the end of each branch. For large 
blooms, pinch out the two side buds, 
and, depending on the size bloom 
you want, go down the stem and 
pinch out the leaf buds appearing 
at the base of each set of leaves. Be 
sure to leave one set of buds at the 


base of the branch for future 
branches and blooms. Large blooms 
should be cut late in the evening, 
immersed immediately in a deep 
bucket of water and left in a cool 
place overnight. Then bring them 
into the house and enjoy them. 
There are so many interesting va- 

rieties that it is hard to suggest a 

limited list, but here are some of my 

favorites (check your dahlia cata- 
logs for full descriptions) : 

POMPONS: Bob White (white); 
Morning Mist, Honey, Edith Muel- 
ler and Clover (blends); Sherry 
(purple); Betty Anne (pink); A 
Propos (yellow); Doria (red). 

MINIATURES: Buddy, Ike (red); 
Andries Orange (orange); Easter 
Greeting (white); Ming (laven- 
der); Norma Jean (peach); Sa- 
bine (coppery); Little Lemon 
Drop (yellow); Yoke and Little 
Sheik (red and white).

Jussiant (lavender); Orange 
Flame (orange); Rhythm (pink 
blend); Silver Tips (deep rose); 
Golden Treasure (gold blend).

Mrs. V. C. Kondo. of Comte 
Nursery and Florist at Miami found a gardenia with a branch bear- 
ing beautifully variegated leaves, marked with clear creamy-white, 
and thus a new variety of gardenia is at hand. 


Tue new 2,4,5-T is proving highly successful in killing weeds and 
shrubs which do not yield to 2,-4,-D. Vines, shrubs and young trees 
which do not yield to either product alone are being killed with a 
winter spray made by mixing the two in an oil solution, at the rate 
of approximately 2 pounds of the active acids in 20 gallons of fuel 
oil or used engine oil. It is sprayed on trunks of the plants down at 
the surface. If you need a killer of this kind, ask your seedsman 
about it. 


In Tyter, Texas, on the very margin of the “Camellia Belt,” is one 
of the most rabid collectors of camellias I have met. Vance Burks 
not only has a sizable collection of these plants, but is one of the 
best informed persons on their culture I have met in quite a while. 
His work should hold great interest for the thousands of camellia 
enthusiasts living in the same or similar climatic areas. 


Art A recent meeting of the American Rose Society in Washington, 
D. C., the new white, large-flowered climber named City of York 
was awarded the National Gold Medal, the highest rose award 
given in the U. S. A. City of York was originated by Mathias 
Tantau in Germany, and introduced to the United States by the 
Conard-Pyle Company. The last rose to receive this award was 
Peace, introduced by the same firm. The coral-peach rose, Fashion, 
developed by E. S. Boerner of Jackson & Perkins Company, was 
awarded the David.

A Beginner’s List 
of CAMELLIAS 


= confirmed camellia fan has his own favor- 
ites and any recommended list which does not include 
them will provoke him to long and heated discussion 
of the merits and demerits of various varieties. But 
the gardener who is a recent victim of the camellia 
bug often wants advice as to the varieties that are 
most dependable in the hands of a beginner. The 
real difficulty in making up such a list is that so 
many have proved themselves reliable that it is hard 
to narrow the selections down to a comparative few, 
but, at the risk of inviting argument from the old 
hands, we shall make the attempt. 

Any list for beginners should include some of the 
old and less expensive varieties, for some of them 
are among the most dependable and appealing of 
all camellias. Too, the person who is planting his 
first camellias may not feel justified in paying the 
prices asked for the newer introductions. After the 
fever really gets a hold on him, he will pay almost 
any price for a new variety that holds great prom- 
ise—fifteen, twenty, thirty dollars is none too much 
Some enthusiasts will even skip a few meals if neces- 
sary in order to buy a coveted plant. But the beginner 
usually prefers to start at the bottom and work up 
as his camellia fever climbs. 

Of the whites, the Alba Plena is one that should 
be represented in every collection. This old favorite 
has its faults; the buds sometimes drop without appar- 
ent cause, and, at times, it seems unduly sensitive 
to freezes, but the beauty of its double, imbricated, 
pure white flowers more than offsets its shortcomings. 
In a poll taken by W. T. Wood, an eminent camellia 
specialist of Macon, Georgia, this old variety ranked 
second among the fifteen most popular varieties 


with camellia fanciers throughout the country. 

Of the newer whites, Haku-rakuten is a good selec- 
tion. The flowers are large and semi-double, with 
open centers that show many golden stamens. The 
wavy petals are loosely placed, giving an informal 
flower of airy grace. The plants are vigorous growers, 
and since they come into bloom somewhat late, they 
usually weather the cold without loss of buds. 

Every collection of camellias, regardless of size, 
should include Frau Minna Siedel (Pink Perfection). 
This small-flowered, shell pink has long been a great 
favorite wherever camellias are grown. The flowers 
are not large, but they are perfectly formed and there 
is an abundance of them—too many sometimes for 
the good of the plant. It begins flowering when small; 
sometimes a plant only a foot high will have two 
or three flowers. In Mr. Wood’s poll, it ranked eighth 
among the fifteen most popular. It is one of the 
older, popularly priced varieties. 

In the variegated group, at least two long-time 
favorites should be included—Elegans and Hermes. 
Many camellia lovers say if they could grow only 
one camellia, it would be Elegans. Large trees of it 
are found in practically all old camellia gardens. 
This variety, which used to be incorrectly listed as 
Chandler Elegans, is one of the largest of the peony- 
flowered group. The blooms are pink to cherry-red 
with white variegations. Some of the flowers are 
almost solid pink, while others have heavy marks of 
white. This is a sturdy grower and seems less sus- 
ceptible to disease than most other varieties. In the 
Wood poll, it ranked fifth among the leading fifteen. 

Hermes produces an upright plant with a profusion

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of medium-sized to large flowers of 
pink and red variegation with white- 
margined petals. It is a striking 
camellia that is sure to please anyone 
who likes the variegated forms. An 
interesting peculiarity of Hermes— 
and one which adds to its value—is 
that practically every plant has at 
least one branch which produces sol- 
id-color rose-red flowers without any 
touch of white. 

It is difficult to decide which of the 
newer variegated forms to recom- 
mend to the beginner, because there 
are so many that are good, but we'll 
make it Daikagura. This is a lovely 
large-flowered variety that blooms in 
the fall. Blooms sometimes appear 
in September and always in October. 
The deep rose flowers with white 
blotches are of peony form. This 
variety ranked sixth in the Wood 
poll. 

Of the old red varieties, Prof. C. S. 
Sargent is a good choice. It has 
crimson blooms of medium size, is 
regarded as an early bloomer, and 
is one of the easiest of all camellias 
to grow. 

Of the newer reds, several really 
should be mentioned, as they are 
easily grown and outstanding in 
beauty. Mathotiana (variously called 
Purple Emperor, Purple Dawn, 
Mathotiana Rubra and other names) 
is a fast, vigorous grower, and is 
perhaps the most popular camellia 
with the men. The fully double 
flowers are deep red in color, but 
as the blooms age they take on a 
purplish cast. It stood in first place 
in the Wood poll as the most popular 
camellia in America. 

A good medium-priced red is Vic- 
tor Emmanuel, a deep, rich red, of 
loose formation (the stamens usually 
show). It grows well, and being 
very late, usually carries its buds 
well through the winter and rarely 
fails to give a good crop of blooms. 

Of the rose-colored camellias, the 
beginner might try Rosea Superba, 
which is a rose form of Mathotiana 
and exceptionally lovely. It blooms 
late in the season, and rarely fails 
to carry its buds well through the 
winter. 

Another lovely, easily grown rose- 
colored camellia is Rose Dawn, a 
comparatively new variety. It is 
unusually vigorous and the blooms 
are of good size and a rich rose-pink 
color. 

The Camellia sasanquas are so 
very rugged that we can recommend 
all of them without hesitation. You 
simply can’t go wrong in planting 
the sasanquas. 





FOR THE SOUTHEAST 


@rF att the flowers in our gardens, 
the climbing roses are perhaps the 
most neglected. Cut out dead and 
dying wood, but leave the heavy 
pruning until later. Feed the plants 
heavily, then cultivate slightly or 
mulch well. You will be surprised 
at the splendid response. 


Ir you have some shrubs that have 
not done well and seem reluctant 
about growing and blooming as they 
should, try the feeding treatment on 
them also. Many times what appears 
to be sickness in garden plants is 
only hunger. 


A Frew trees seem to do better when 
planted late; this is especially true 
of dogwoods and magnolias. There 
is yet time to plant these species if 
you will do it at once. 


ALonc the Gulf Coast and in Florida, 
as well as in the Rio Grande Valley, 
plant tender annuals outdoors. The 
list includes celosia, asters, balsam, 
marigolds, nicotiana, salvia, sunflow- 
er and thunbergia. 


For the protection of your seedlings 
and recently transplanted things, try 
some of the new plastic covers. Your 
seed store should have them. They 
are light, handy and effective. 


Tue azalea petal blight, confined to 
the Gulf Coast area for many years, 
is now causing trouble in the mid- 
South. For full protection, begin 
spraying a few weeks before the 
blooms begin to open. After the dis- 
ease shows up, it is too late. Un- 
sprayed plants may lose their entire 
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crop of blooms overnight. Practically 
all seed stores in the azalea belt 
carry effective sprays in stock. 


FOR THE UPPER SOUTH 


Portep amaryllis kept at windows 
should be turned half around every 
day or two while the stout bloom 
stalks are pushing upward; other- 
wise the stalks will pull strongly 
toward the light and may fall over. 
Remember, too, to continue water- 
ing amaryllis after the flowers are 
gone. This encourages foliage growth 
all through spring and summer and 
keeps the bulbs fat and ready for 
bloom again next year. 


Wenry easy to start at a sunny win- 
dow—or better, in a hotbed or cold 
frame—are peppers, eggplants and 
tomatoes for your vegetable garden. 
In addition to regular tomatoes, try 
a few vines of the small-fruited 
kinds. You can get miniature toma- 
toes resembling cherries, pears and 
plums in glossy red- and yellow- 
skinned varieties — delightfully ap- 
petizing for summer salads and as 
flavorful as they look. 


@N EVEN small home grounds flower- 
ing crab apples are desirable. Va- 
rieties range from shrubby up to 
respectable tree size, but most are 
of modest growth, offering beauty 
of flowers in spring and fruit for 
jelly in fall and winter. Colorful red, 
bronze and silver foliage is an added 
attraction in some cases. Hopa, Ar- 
nold, Floribunda and Eley crabs are 
distinctive. Bechtel’s double-flower- 
ing variety and our wild sweet crab 
are beautiful but hardly worth while 
in areas where red cedars grow, since

they are highly susceptible to cedar- 
apple rust. March sounds the last 
call for planting them 


FOR THE SOUTHWEST 
Ferritize crape myrtles with well- 
rotted barnyard fertilizer or a 5-10-5 
fertilizer. Mulch with straw, leaves 
or any good mulch 3 to 4 inches deep 
to keep roots cool and conserve mois- 
ture. Their worst enemy is powdery 
mildew which looks like ashes on 
leaves and twigs and keeps the flow- 

s from opening. Dry weather and 
sunshine will kill it. In damp areas 
or during rainy spells, dust the 
plants with dusting sulphur. Shop 
for the mildew-resistant varieties 
which are being developed. 


Ir you have large plantings of 
gladiolus, spray the ground with 
2.4-D weed killer a few days after 
planting the corms. This gives the 
weeds time to sprout and be killed 
by the spraying, thus eliminating 
lot of cultivation. Don’t cultivate 
after applying the weed killer, as 
this brings more seed to the surface 
to sprout and grow. Spray only once. 
The herbicide will not injure the 
corms nor the plants if applied im- 
mediately after planting is done. 
Mulch the rows of gladiolus with 
whatever mulch is cheapest and most 
effective in your area. 


A tor of cannas in new colors have 
been developed in the past few 
years. Most of the new varieties 
grow 4 feet high and make a pleasing 
plant for the garden. They have 
enormous trusses of flowers in soft 
pastel colors. In some varieties, the 
individual florets are 5 inches across. 
They will bloom all summer if given 
water during the dry periods. These 
plants are a delight to the flower 
arranger as their seed pods, foliage 
and flowers work up beautifully.

tones, there are several ways to use 
them without sacrificing too much 
light. One is to paint the ceiling dead 
white so that it will reflect all the 
light that falls on it. Another way 
is to use the dark hue on only one 
or two walls and finish the others 
in a lighter tint of the same or a 
different color. Or, for a dramatic 
effect, use dark walls as a contrasting 
background for light-colored, light- 
reflecting draperies, accessories, 
woods and upholstery. 

In choosing your wall color sam- 
ple, remember that the hue, when it 
is on a large wall area, will look 
darker than it does on the color chip. 
Remember, too, that each of the four 
walls reflects color on the others, 
thus intensifying the color effect. For 
these reasons, it is wise to choose a 
slightly lighter color than the fin- 
ished effect you desire. 

A trick that will help you visualize 
the finished color is to brush out a 
sizable sample of the paint you select 
at least 24 hours before you begin 
the overall job. This will give you 
a chance to see the color when it is 
completely dry and to study it in 
relation to the furnishings of the 
room under both daylight and arti- 
ficial illumination. 


If you plan to buy the coating ma- 
terial yourself, measure the length 
and width of the room and the ceiling 
height. With this information and a 
count of the windows and doors, your 
dealer can tell you exactly how much 
material you'll need. 

Next, decide on the kind of mate- 
rial. For the kitchen or a bathroom, 
you'll want either a gloss or semi- 
gloss enamel for walls and wood- 
work. These coatings give the hard 
surface that’s needed in rooms where 
steam and grease make it necessary 
to wash the walls frequently. In all 
other rooms, a velvety flat finish is 
desirable for wall and ceiling sur- 
faces, while an easily washed semi- 
gloss or eggshell enamel is a wise 
choice for the woodwork. 

A regular oil paint, emulsion, ca- 
sein or calcimine gives a flat finish. 
Of these four varieties, calcimine is 
the least durable and is not washable. 
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An old coat of calcimine should be 
removed before a new one goes on. 

Casein paint consists of pigment 
and casein, a substance derived from 
milk curds. It comes in powder or 
paste form and has to be thinned 
with water before it can be applied. 
It is quick-drying and can be washed. 
One coat is usually enough, although 
it may need an undercoat of sizing. 

Regular oil paints are composed of 
pigment and oil or varnish. They 
are durable, washable and will dry 
overnight. A primer and one to three 
coats are recommended. There is 
also a one-coat oil paint which con- 
tains special oil or varnish, but it 
may not give as good results as the 
multicoat system 

With emulsion paint, water is used 
as a thinner, while the binder may be 
oil, varnish, synthetic rubber latex 
or some other composition. This 
paint dries in a few hours and is 
washable. As a rule, one coat is 
sufficient, although it may call for a 
primer. 


If you’ve decided to do the work 
yourself, be sure that you have all 
the necessary tools and equipment 
handy: 


Stepladder for hard-to-reach places 


Old sheets and tablecloths to cover 
furniture 


Heavy wrapping paper to protect the 
floor 


Large empty cans for the paint 
Paddles for stirring 


Rags to wipe up spatters (paint is 
easier to remove when it is wet, so it’s 
a good idea to clean up as you go) 


Protective cream for your hands and 
arms 


Brushes—a 3-inch or 4-inch brush for 
wall surfaces; a 1%-inch or 2-inch 
size for doors; and a sash tool for 
window frames and small trim work 


Masking liquid or tape for window 
panes 


Putty knife and patching plaster or 
other filler material to fill cracks 


Sandpaper to smooth down patches 


Screwdriver for removing hardware 
and lighting fixtures

Now for the preliminary work. In 
most cases you need only to dust the 
walls with a dry mop. Of course, 
kitchen walls need washing if there’s 
any grease on them. With the mask- 
ing material, cover the edges of any 
window glass next to the areas to be 
painted. This precaution will speed 
up painting and eliminate paint- 
scraping sessions later. It is a good 
idea to leave about 1/16 of an inch 
between the masking and the wood 
so that the paint will lap over onto 
the glass. 


Next, fill and smooth all cracks and 
holes in the plaster with a putty 
knife and crack-filling material. Be- 
fore applying a primer, or undercoat 
of paint, be sure these repaired spots 
are dry. The most simple test is to 
see if you can strike a match on the 
patched places. If the match lights, 
sandpaper the spots, then brush on 
the primer. 


DIRECTIONS f 


Before applying any of the coating 
materials, take a few minutes to ac- 
quaint yourself with the directions 
on the label. The manufacturer 
knows his product and can tell you 
how to get the best possible results 
with it. Then cover your hands and 
arms with the protective cream; it 
will simplify cleansing them later on. 

After you pry the lid off the can, 
stir the paint thoroughly with a pad- 
dle. If the solid matter has settled 
to the bottom of the can, pour off 
most of the liquid above it into an- 
other can and stir the remainder 
until it is thoroughly mixed. Then 
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gradually pour the liquid back into 
its original container, stirring con- 
stantly until it is thoroughly mixed. 
It will be easier to work with the 
paint if you pour part of it into a 
wide-mouthed can, such as an empty 
coffee container. 


The ceiling comes first, of course. 
Start in a corner with the large 
brush and work across the narrow 
dimension of the room, brushing on 
a strip two or three feet wide. This 
gives you time to brush on the next 
strip before the edge of the first one 
dries. 





Be careful not to dip the brush too 
deeply into the can (a third of the 
way is about right). If the brush 
gets too full, it will be hard to clean 
thoroughly after you've finished with 
it. To remove excess paint, just slap 
the brush gently against the side of 
the can, instead of wiping it on the 
rim. 

When you're ready to tackle the 
walls, start at an upper left-hand 
corner and work down toward the 
floor. Don’t touch the woodwork 
until the wall is dry, then flow on 
the enamel. When you paint paneled 
doors, coat the panels first, then the 
center rail. The top and bottom 
rails come next, then the vertical 
stiles. Edges should be painted last. 

A good paint job—one that looks 
like the work of a_ professional— 
takes a bit of doing, to be sure, but 
it is easier than you may think. And 
when the color transformation is 
complete and an old room looks new 
again, you will find the results well 
worth your time and effort.
